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_ LAKE PROVIDENCE CUT-OFF. 

Logk atour map. The lake is 490 miles 
above New Orleans in Louisiana. At no re- 
mote period the present lake has been the 
_bed of the Mississippi River. At its lower ex- 
tremity, the water in the lake reaches to 
within less than a half mile of the river. The 
old bed of the river ic still a deep hollow be- 
tween the two, through which the river is pre- 
vented from flowing at high water by two im- 
mense levees across its mouth on the river 
bank. The surface of the lake is fifteen feet 
below the present level of the river, so that 
by only eutting the levee, boats of nearly any 
capacity eould run into the lake to-day. 

But, as we sometimies used to say of West 
Point army officers, “look at the Southern 
connections.’’ The lakeis connected with a 
chain of bayous southward until the explora- 
tion comes out on the Tensas River. These 
bayous gre being connected with short canals, 
and when once Bayou Baxter and Bayou Ma- 
con are thus joined, andthe Mississippi turn- 
ed into Lake Providence, away he will go roll- 
ing toward the Gulf. Let us follow him on 
our map. Down the Tensas, a deep, not wide 
river, and even now navigable for 150 miles 
by large steamboats, we pass through the 
richest cotton region of Louisiana. At Trin- 
ity it unites with the Washita, to form the 


Red River thirty 
mouth. The Washita River is navi- 
gable for large boats for 300 miles from its 
mouth. The Red River is the southernmost 
of the great western tributaries of the Missis- 
sippi, and with its tributaries has an entire 
length of 2,100 miles. It is navigable by 
steamers to Shreveport, 500 milcs from its 
mouth, and traverses throughout,
